Section 1. This section gives the Act Hie short title. Freedom 
Coaniission Aot . 

feet ion 8 . This section is in the nature of the "whereas" clause 
appearing in much legislation. It states the point of view from which 
the proposal proceeds. The final paragraph sets forth, in addition, the 
intent of Congress that the authority and powers granted in the Act toe 
"fully utilised" to achieve ite objectives. Coupled with this is a 
directory statement that the rule of toroad construction is to toe applied 
to all authority, powers, and functions set forth in the Aet# 

The statement of policy, or point of view, cover# the following points? 

1. The USSR and the Republic of China are waging political 
warfare against the free world. 

S. The USSR has developed political warfare into a "highly 
effective operational science," bolstered toy a continuing, 
extensive training program* 

3* Every individual, and every economic, cultural, religious, 
and ethnic group is, in some way or degree, a target of the politi- 
cal warfare waged toy the USSR. 

Since World war IX, the USSR has inflicted a series of 
political warfare defeats on the free world amounting to a disaster 
to the United States, and continued political warfare threatens the 
survival of the United States* 

3» Free world victory in the cold war requires understanding 
of Communism by all free people, understanding toy private eltlsens 
of how they can participate in the struggle, and, among Government 
personnel, increased knowledge of Communism, high sense of mission, 
and proficiency In counteracting Communism. 
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Section 3 defines the terms "Commission" (Freedom Commission),

faction k establishes an executive agency to be known as the Freedom 
CoBBiieeioS* %ie Commission would have six members and a Chairman, each 
having one vote, action of the Commission being determined by majority 
vote* Shis section charges the Chairman with the task of responsible 
administration of the Commission as well as of being its official, 
spokesman. 

ffactl^n 3 provides for appointment of members by the President, with 
Senat e conseht , for staggered terms of six years (except for Chairman, 
who would serve during the President’s pleasure). Compensation of the 
^airman is set at $20,500 per year, that of member a, f2O,000 per year. 
Members are forbidden outside business activities. 

Section 6 authorises the Commission to establish a "Freedom Aeadensr" 
with ISewTSowing functions!

Section 7(a) provides for selection of, and assistance to. Academy 
students. A diverse student body is called for, taken fro® all quarters, 

II* $, and foreign, affected by the political war. Keleaeea would be 
required for Government employees . Persons subject to the provisions of 
the Government Employees Training Act could be trained at the Academy 
pursuant to that Act. 

geotjon 7(b) . authorises reimbursement of expenses incident to training 
and study avrehorlaed by the Act, including travel expenses. Financial 
assistance to dependents of students is also authorised. Foreign students 
would be admitted as nonimmigrant a .under the Immigration and BeUonality 
get, subject to regulations prescribed by the Commission, the Heeretary 

of state, and the Attorney General* Deportation upon administrative 
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warrant is provided for foreign students who fail of timely departure, 
SSTta iSSSSl aotivitlef detrimental to the invests of the United 
gtJtS, or engage In activities against the security of the Waited States. 

8 authorises the Commission to provide training at other 
instltu^ionB 'and with business and industrial concerns. 

Section 9 authorises the Commission to establish information centers 
withinthewnited States, to prepare and disseminate boohs, films, and 
Vlbm n twtaU to iner«i.. unUr.Unaing of eonBuni®. uA muntorwtton 
to Communism. fhe scope of dissemination is discretionary with the 
Commission. 

Section limit# the authorities of the Act to preclude disclosures 
prohibiliS by other laws or inconsistent with national security.
